Federal Reserve Interest Rate Is Boosted 
4 Sections 
Of Country 
Included

W A S H I N G T O N t* — The 


Federal Reserve Board, mindful 
of mounting inflationary pressures, 
Thursday boosted its discount rates 
in four sections of the country. But 
financial sourcei taid they expect- 
ed the action to have little effect 
on the economy. 


The board approved raising the 


rates from 2^* per cent to 3 per 
cent in four Federal Reserve Dis- 
tricts—New 
York, Philadelphia, 


Richmond, Va., and Chicago. 


Eight other districts—two of 


them already having 3 per cent 
rates—were not affected. But there 
were indications their rates also 
would be boosted soon. 


Wall Street bankers, brokers and 


bond dealers said Thursday's action 
had been widely anticipated and 
came as no surprise. , 


It's Called Bullish 


"I think it's bullish," one broker 


said. "What the heck is an in- 
crease of a quarter of one per 
cent? Most people had looked for 
a much bigger increase." 


Since the discount rate is the 


amount of interest that federal re- 
serve banks charge on money they 
lend to member banks .for com- 
mercial and personal loans, any 
increase normally leads to a gen- 
eral hike in interest charges. 


In this case, however, leading 


commercial banks apparently an- 
ticipated the increase and Tues- 
day boosted their prime interest 
rate—that charged to the biggest 
borrowers with top credit rating— 
to 4 per cent. 


Highest Siace 'M'f 


This was the highest prime rate 


since the 1930's. New York bank- 
ing circles said it likely would 
cover the increaae in the discount 
rate announced Thursday. 


A hike in th« discount rate Is 


usually intended to discourage too 
much borrowing—one of the im- 
portant elements which contributes 
to economic inflation. 


Directors of the four district 


banks a f f e c t e d by the move 
had recommended the »ew in- 
creaae, hut it could not have gone 
into effect without approval from 
Wellington. 


The action brings .to six the total 


number of district banks with a 3 
per cent discount rate. The federal 
reserve banks in Minneapolis and 
San Francisco raised their rates to 
* per cent last April.

Better Than Expected 


City official* gave a big welcome to bids 


received on Lincoln's water well field improve- 
ments at Ashland. 


Cause for the welcome was the S6&4.540 com- 


bination of low bids which was 8179.820 under 
the estimate. The city is not going to have a 
bit too much money to complete the improve- 
ment program aimed at increasing the city's 
water supply by some 25 million gallons oi w ater 
per day. 


An $8.5 million bond issue was authorized in 


1853 to do the job. Since that time, however. 
two things have happened—price > have gone 
up and the program has been added to 


In addition to the $8.5 million, the city will 


have placed a substantial amount of water de- 
partment revenue Into the improvement pro- 
gram before it is completed. Even with this, 
city officials plan to spend a few anxious 
moments before they are sure there is enough 
money in the pot. 


The next big day so far as these officials 


are concerned is Sept. 5 when bids will be 
taken on an estimated $1,463.000 in work on 
expansion of the city's Ashland water treatment 
plant. While the city favors realistic estimates, 
it still hopes the bids Sept. 5 follow the pattern 
of the well field quotations. 


If they do. another $100.000 to $300.000 coujd 


be saved and breathing would be much easier. 
There seems to be no real fear of actually being 
unable to pay the bills, but a tight operation 
in the million dollar bracket is just not too 
comfortable a one. 


However, while city officials concern them- 


selves over the financial matters, the people of 
Lincoln can find satisfaction in the fact that in 
the summer of 1957, a program will be com- 
pleted which will give Lincoln a daily water 
supply of 70 million gallons. There should be 
ample room there, not only for current needs, 
but for growth and inauguration of a regular 
annual replacement and expansion plan financed 
out of earnings. 


Smaller Towns First 


State Sanitation Engineer T. A. Filipi has said 


that initial federal appropriations to eliminate 
Nebraska water pollution will go to the smaller 
communities. 


Nebraska was granted $661,000 a year under a 


five year federal aid program approved by the 
recent Congress.

Judge John Odgen Bigelow. now safely past 


the barrier of senatorial opposition, may look 
forward to doing what he always aspired to do- 
serve as trustee of Rutgers University. 
In 


retrospect the events of his appointment are 
worth reviewing. 


After a distinguished career .at the Item Jersey 


bar and on the bench he received the governor's 
appointment as trustee. Objections were lodged 
by four senators who made the issue on the 
Judge's representation of the school teacher who 
had invoked the Fifth Amendment when a|>- 
pearing before a Congressional investigation" 
committee. It was when the school board de- 
cided to dismiss the teacher on that a^*-"""H 
that the judge accepted the bar association's ap- 
pointment to defend the teacher. Despite the 
constitutional guarantees to the accused the four 
senators contended that the judge should have 
refused to defend the teacher—that is to say, 
that a lawyer who represents a client where 
there is the suspicion of subversion becomes 
guilty by association. That is a strange doctrine. 


It seems that Judge Bigelow countered such 


an interpretation in a memorable way when, in 
defense of his client, he explained, "the de- 
' fendant is not charged with an offense. But 


a prosecution is being attempted against him 
because he invoked a provision of the constitu- 
tion." .The niore one considers that statement 
the more trenchant it becomes. 


Adenauer Slipped 


The Western friends of Germany understand 


the inward feelings -of Chancellor Konrad Ade- 
nauer when he attempted to outlaw the Com- 
munist party. But they would have questioned 
his prudence and events would have justified 
them. 


The attempt failed and the action served to 


stimulate the unpopularity of the Adenauer 
administration. 
The West German commies 


have been a party of obstruction and a menace, 
but they were largely an ineffectual minority—a 
group that would be better non-existent, but 
not one to attempt to purge if the price of 
the purge were greater than the abiding an- 
noyance. In this case Adenauer's gains were 
far less than his losses and in that sense he gave 
the Reds a victory— one of his own making.

WASHINGTON — The Democrats 


at Chicago seriously considered 
putting s Catholic on their ticket 
for vice president.

But at San Francisco, 
Brewster was Sir Lancelot in de- 
fense of the lady. 


The closed door argument began 


when Peter Garland, young dele- 
gate from Saco. Me., moved to 
table the proposal to nominate 
Senator Smith. 


"Why

that?" asked Brewster. "Veu re- 
alize that Maine faces a hare} <tlec- 
iian fight *ext month and Mrs. 
Smith is in Maine werking her 
head off right new far tbe Re- 
publicans. Nothing could belp her 
more right now than t* have her 
name go befor* t*e convention." 


"Do you want to prevent Mrs. 


Smith's name from being placed 
in nomination?" Brewster pressed. 


"What are you picking on him 


for?" interrupted Fred Scribner, 
another Maine Delegate who is 
counsel to Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Humphrey. 


''I'm not picking on him," coun- 


tered Brewster. "He's 
made a 


motion against a valiant lady, and 
we're entitled to discuss the mo- 
tiers. We're entitled to know the 
reasons for his motion. After all. 


this is coivtor to the 
passed by our State Cuisral 
mittee that Mrs. Smith's 
should be placed in nominatioo." 


After further argument it was 


agreed that Senator Smith's name 
would be placed in nomination "if 
feasible."

Our cumulative research, cover- 


ing 35,000 cases since '.M4, shows 
results which may be startling to 
dads who can look back to Su-cent 
allowances and 25-cent lawn mow- 
ing fees. For all along tbe line, tbe 
income of the nation's young peo- 
ple has taken a sharp upward 
turn. 


Even the moppets are getting 


more money. The survey showed 
the average boy between the ages 
of 8 and 12 has a weekly income 
of $1.12 per week in 1966, com- 
pared to 42 cents in 1944. 


Fathers, Tbe New Po*r 


That's an increase of 2*7 per 


cent for the small fry. And the 
older boys and girls are doing even 
better. 


Counting allowances and earn- 


ings, the average teen-age boy in 
1!*44 had an income of $2.41 per 
week. By comparison, the 1936 fig- 
ure 
of $8.96 represents 
an in- 


crease of 372 per cent. Teen-age 
girls are only slightly behind. 


One ironic aspect of the growth 


in youthful prosperity is that in 
some cases sons and daughters 


have more uncommitted pocket 


thaa their parents, 
pay* tat bills, worrying 
the mortgage, food, cloth- 


iag and other expenses, often wind- 
ing up with little left over. The 
children, free of such major re- 
sponsibilities, are usually free to 
spend their increased income as 
they KT« lit.

Mere Jobs New 


Boys and girls get bigger allo*v- 


ancea because their parents real- 
ize it costs more to go to a movie 
or buy a hot dog. Too, jobs are eas- 
ier to find for youngsters in search 
of spare cash. More high school 
students are working after classes, 
and for better pay. 


The manner in which the young 


people are spending their money 
reflects the adult trend in recent 
years toward do-it-yourself pur- 
suits and hobbies. 


The almost universe! dream of

Indian Land Taxes 


Pender, Neb. 


To the editor of The Lincoln Star: 


My attention has been called to 
a recent article in which Assistant 
Commissioner Seline 
Gifford of 


the Bureau of Indian Affairs was 
reported to have said that Thurston 
County is getting in the neighbor- 
hood of $45,000 a year in taxes on 
Indian land. This statement gave 
many readers the mistaken im- 
pression that the county received 
a net total of $45,000 for its own 
funds, which supposedly could be 
used for law-enforcement purposes. 


The amount designated above is 


consolidated taxes collected from 
the Indian land* and represents 
the total tax levies placed upon 
the lands by the state, village*, 
townships and all 
governmental 


subdivisions thereof. Moreoever, It 
should be kept in mind that these 
taxes represent direct and indi- 
rect payments by white tenants, 
whose demands for governmental 
services must also be met by the 
county. 


For example, total tax levies 


vary from one school district to an- 
other, and in very few •instances 
does the county get over 20 per 
cent of the total. 


In 1955 in the Macy School Dis- 


trict (No. 16) only 14.81 per cent 
of taxes paid went to Thurston 
County, while land in the Winne- 
bago District (No. 17) contributed 
12.05 per cent of taxes paid on it 
to the county funds, and School 
District No. 15, 20.97 per cent. 


From these figures it can be 


seen that the county's share of the 
total tax ($45,000) on Indian lands 
is rougnly around $8,000, and only 
three-fifths of this amount is placed 
in the general fund from which the 
expense of law-enforcement a n d 
courts are paid, the remaining por- 
tion being earmarked for bridges, 
relief, and soldiers and sailors re- 
lief. 


Thus the county can use approxi- 


mately $4,800 for law-enforcement 
purposes over a period of one year 
and in turn is being forced to spend 
upward to $20,000 on law enforce- 
ment for ,thk same portion of the 
county over the same period of 
time. 


I sincerely hope this will clarify 


the misleading statement as of* 
fered by Miss Gifford and help the 
public to understand the critical 
situation which exists because of 
the lack of funds to cope with the 
increase of crime in 
Thurston 


County.

The city is not going to hav e a 
bit too much money to complete the im prov e­ 
m ent program aim ed at increasing the

w ater supply by some 25 million gallons of w ater 
per day. 
An $8 5 million bond issue w as authorized in 
19 53 to do the job. 
Since that tim e, howev er, 
two things hav e happened—price» hav e gone 
up and the program has been added to. 
In addition to the $8.5 million, the city will 
hav e placed a substantial amount of w ater de­ 
partm ent rev enue into the im prov em ent pro­ 
gram before it is com pleted. 
Ev en with this, 
city officials plan 
to spend • a 
few 
anxious 
m om ents before they are sure there is enough 
money in the pot. 
The next big day so far as these officials 


are concerned is Sept. 5 when bids will be 
taken on an estim ated $1,468.000 in work on 
expansion of the city's Ashland w ater treatm ent 
plant. 
While the city fav ors realistic estim ates, 
it still hopes the bids Sept. 5 follow the pattern 
of the well field quotations. 
If they do, another $100.000 to $300.000 could 
be sav ed and breathing tv ould be much easier. 
There seem s to be no real fear of actually being 
unable to pay the bills, but a tight operation 
in the million dollar bracket is just not too 
com fortable a one. 
Howev er, while city officials concern them ­ 
selv es ov er the financial m atters, the people of 
Lincoln can find satisfaction in the fact that in 
the sum m er of 19 57, a program will be com ­ 
pleted which will giv e Lincoln a daily w ater 
supply of 70 million gallons. 
There should be 
am ple room there, not only for cu rrent needs, 
but for growth and inauguration of a regular 
annual replacem ent and expansion plan financed 
out of earnings.

Indian Land Taxes 


P ender, Neb. 
To the editor of The Lincoln Star: 
My attention has been called to 
a recent article in which A ssistant 
Com m issioner 
Seline 
Gifford 
of 
the B ureau of Indian Affairs was 
reported to hav e said that Thurston 
County is getting in the neighbor­ 
hood of $45,000 a year in taxes on 
Indian land. This statem ent gav e 
m any readers the m istaken im ­ 
pression that the county receiv ed 
a net total of $45,000 for its own 
funds, which supposedly could be 
used for law -enforcem ent purposes. 
The am ount designated abov e is 
consolidated taxes collected from 
the Indian lands and represents 
the total tax lev ies piaced upon 
the lands by the state, v illages, 
tow nships 
and 
all 
gov ernm ental 
subdiv isions thereof. M oreoev er, it 
should be kept in mind th at these 
taxes represent direct 
and 
indi- 
rec 
paym ents by white tenants, 
whose dem ands for gov ernm ental 
serv ices m ust also be m et by the 
county. 
For exam ple, total tax 
lev ies 
v ary from one school district to an­ 
other, and in v ery few » instances 
does the county get ov er 20 per 
cent of the total. 
In 19 55 in the Macy School Dis­ 
trict (No. 16) only 14.81 per cent 
of taxes paid went to Thurston 
County, while land in the Winne­ 
bago D istrict (No. 17) contributed 
12.05 per cent of taxes paid on it 
to the county funds, and School 
D istrict No. 15, 20.9 7 per cent. 
From 
these figures it can be 
seen that the county’s share of the 
total tax ($45.000) on Indian lands 
is rougm y around $ 8,000, and only 
three-fifths of this am ount is placed 
in the general fund from which the 
expense of law -enforcem ent 
a n d 
courts are paid, the rem aining por- 
tion being earm arked for bridges, 
relief, and soldiers and sailors re ­ 
lief. 
Thus the county can use approxi­ 
m ately $4,800 for law -enforcem ent 
purposes ov er a period of one year 
and in turn is being forced to spend 
upw ard to $20,000 on law enforce­ 
m ent for thir sam e portion of the 
courCy ov er the sam e period of 
tim e. 
I sincerely hope this will clarify 
the 
m isleading 
statem ent as of­ 
fered by Miss Gifford and help the 
public to understand the critical 
situation which exists because of 
the lack of funds to cope with the 
increase 
of 
crim e 
in 
Thurston 
County.
